INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Thousands of Hoosier 
schoolchildren may wind up with measles this year, 
even though their parents thought they were immunized. 
There is an outbreak of measles nationally this year, 
and Indiana is no exception. 
Dr. Richard Telle, state epidemologist, said Friday 
the 
state 
Board 
of 
Health 
is 
supporting 
new 
recommendations for immunization offered by the 
American 
Academy 
of 
Pediatrics. 
The 
recom­ 
mendations especially apply to children vaccinated 
before their first birthday and children immunized prior 
to 1968. 
The Board of Health, in its weekly statistical report, 
showed 3,301 cases of measles officially reported in the 
state this year, although the actual number is much 
higher. By comparison, the average to date for the past 
five years has been 634 cases, and last year the total 
was just 422. 
The current measles vaccine is a live, attenuated 
virus vaccine developed in 1963 but not given on a 
widespread basis in Indiana until 168. Its predecessor 
was 
an 
inactive 
vaccine 
“that’s 
no 
l o n g e r 
recommended,” Telle said. 
"Immunity from that was pretty poor and it also 
produced side 
effects such 
as 
fever 
and other 
reactions,” he said. 
Thus, children vaccinated in Indiana before 1968 can’t 
be assured of as much immunization as the newer 
injections provide. They should be revaccinated Telle 
said. 
In addition, doctors are now recommending 15 months 
as the “optimum age” for measles immunization. 
“Those 
vaccinated 
at 
earlier 
ages 
should 
b e 
revaccinated,” 
Telle said. 
“We’re now 
trying to 
routinely get all children vaccinated at 15 months.” 
Some children — probably less than 5 per cent of them 
— still get measles even though they apparently were 
vaccinated properly. In some cases the vaccination may 
not have been of the proper dosage for one reason or 
another. 
Telle said the vaccine is highly perishable and is not 
effective if frozen or administered eight to IO hours 
after being mixed. 
Efforts also are made to control the spread of measles 
once a rash of cases breaks out in a community, “but 
that’s difficult to do,” Telle said. “We try to isolate the 
cases and surround the patients with persons who have 
been immunized.” 
But the best attack against an outbreak of measles is 
still immunization. In Allen County about 250 cases were 
recorded last February. About 30 per cent of the 
children involved had not been given shots and about 50 
per cent had received the vaccine prior to age 12 
months, he said. 
In Indiana last year about 75 per cent of the children 
in the 5-6 age group were vaccinated “But that’s not 
enough to stop communication of the disease. With one 
child out of four susceptible, you can have outbreaks," 
Telle said.

central security station is 
constantly available. Attached 


to this device are simple 
emergency buttons by which 
people can call for help. 
The device has a timer. When 
the telephone is used for or­ 
dinary purposes, the timing 
device is reset for a 24 hour 
period. If the telephone has not 
been used in 24 
hours, a 
telephone operator calls and, if 
no one answers, enlists the help 
of the police.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A couple of local 
language schools that specialize in cram 
study techniques are gearing up to offer 
em ergency courses in Southern. 
In some instances I think their claim s 
about being able to give students a grasp of 
a strange language in just a few lessons are 
a trifle exaggerated. 
Nevertheless, the m anager of one of the 
schools assured m e that everyone attending 
his classes will be speaking Southern with 
som e degree of proficiency by Jan. 20. 
“ I’m not saying they’ll be fluent,” he said, 
said. “ It’s obvious they won’t have tim e to 
m aster more than a rudim entary vocabulary. 
But I’ll guarantee that if a bureaucrat’s new 
boss turns out to be a Southerner, he’ll be 
able to carry on a limited conversation.” 
I said, “T here’s a big difference between 
being able to com prehend what a Southerner 
says and speaking that lingo yourself. Will 
your students be able to do both?" 
Here again he imposed certain qualifying 
conditions. 
“ If you are asking if they will be able to 
speak in an authentic Southern drawl, I 
would have to say no. It takes years to 
capture all the nuances of a particular 
dialect. 
“ I do prom ise, however, that when you 
finish one of my courses you’ll be able to 
pronounce Southern words well enough for 
the average Southerner to understand you.” 
I said, “ What about the written word? Will 
your students be able to read and w rite as 
well as speak Southern?”

saloons in th? 189(16, ran a gam bling club in 
in Peking at the turn of the century, and rode 
a wooden springless bus across Southeast 
Asia in her 70s. 
Broke and sick in Persia in 1939, she took 
up an offer by publisher J.B. Lippincott to 
write her m em oirs, and titled them “ Nine 
Pounds Of Luggage” — the most she ever 
carried. 
Maud 
was 
born 
on 
San 
Francisco’s 
Russian 
Hill 
in 
1878 when 
“ there 
was 
nothing much there but goats," and, as a 
young 
d a rk h aired 
beauty, 
her 
family 
wanted her to m arry well and be a concert 
pianist. 
T here were two problem s. Her hands were 
too sm all for a serious piano career, and her 
m arriage at 16 to a “ rich m an’s boy” bored 
her stiff, “so I packed up my banjo and 
headed for the Yukon.” 


A liberated woman from then on, Maud 
circled the world 16 times, made and spent 
fortunes recklessly and played piano “in all 
the dives of the world” when money ran out 
She once wore a wreath of gold nuggets 
from the Yukon in her tresses. The nuggets 
went to further her travels “Pawned in 
Monaco, as I remember," she said. 


Another time, in Egypt, two friends gave 
her $10,000 to return home to regain her 
health. "I boarded a boat and traveled up 
and down the Nile until the money ran out. 
Then out came the banjo " 


The wanderlust never left her 
And 
mysterious places attracted her most. Inner 
Mongolia. 
The 
Galapagos 
Islands. 
Samarkand 
The 
Bazilian 
jungles 
The 
Burma Road. 
Five years ago, she told a friend, "I could 
weep with sorrow when I see people with 
money who only keep it in a bank What 
interest they could draw ‘til their dying day 
from 
vivid 
memories 
of 
n a t u r e ’ s 
handiwork." 
Maud Parrish died in a convalescent home 
with a fortune in memories.

others began to sense that the voters were 
turning to him, a woman thanked him for 


not using the word “Republican” in his 
advertisements. 
This says, in a quiet way, that the day is 
almost gone when the majority of the voters 
vote straight party tickets and is turning 
toward

people. 
T h e 
conventional political cynicism is that Roush 
was defeated by the politicians in both 
parties because of his law aimed at ending 
the so-called "Two Per Cent Club" but this 
does not seem valid.

points also the the growing acceptance of 
women candidates on their own merits As the 
first woman nominee for attorney general,

Coach Tom Leisure took some time off while 
putting away equipment to answer the questions of sports 
editor Dave Berkemeier.

WHAT 
YOU 
REALISTICALLY HAD HOPED FOR? 
Leisure: I think at the start of the year it is hard to say, 
because everybody says that you’re going to play one 
game at a time, but I think everybody thinks about the 
season and thinks about the playoffs Realistically, I was 
hoping for a better than 500 season I went down through 
the schedule and saw that Martinsville .Jeffersonville and 
Greenfield and a lot ai people were going to be pretty 
tough for us Lafayette Harrison had been 9-1 the year 
before and I really thought that if we could be 500 or better 
I would be satisfied, but we were really just hoping to keep 
our minds on one game at a time and playing that way. So 
it was a little more than, I think, what we expected when 
the season started. Of course, the new coaches, Coach 
Young and Coach Stratton, really didn’t know what to 
expect because they were new to the area and they didn’t 
know anybody on the team from last year, but I think that 
with the people that came up from last year s reserve 
squad, after a great 8-1 season in their reserve year, and a 
lot of them playing varsity this year we expected to have a 
pretty good year. Maybe not a 7-3 season and maybe not 
going right down to the wire in the playoffs, but I think 
that we expected to have a good season. 


COMING INTO THE FINAL GAME WAS IT A SUR­ 
PRISE AT HAVING A CHANCE FOR THE PLAYOFFS? 
Leisure: I think that is isn't one of those things that 
sneaks up on you. It kind of started in our first ballgame 
with Brookville when we made a lot of mistakes and still 
won the ballgame. We came back against Batesville, both

of those pretty good ballclubs. and made a lot of mistakes 
and still won the ballgame, so kind of at that point in the 
early season when you think things look pretty good but 
you don’t really know. Maybe it started before that when 
we went to the jamboree and played against Richmond 
and we scored the only touchdown and didn’t give up 
any points. At that time, you think ‘Boy, really how good 
are we.’ So we come into the first two games and won 
those two and made fifteen fumbles in the first two 
ballgames and so you think, ‘We won those two and had 
fifteen fumbles,’ so you think you must be pretty good to 
make that many mistakes and still win the game! Then 
we went to Lafayette Harrison and I think that was kind of 
the start for us in the season. It was a close ballgame, 
went into overtime, again we had over IOO yards penalties 
and cut down on our turnovers and still made some 
crucial mistakes and won the ballgame. I think as the 
season went on, we improved each ballgame. We had 
three set backs but I think that as far as mistakes and 
maturing as a team, we improved each ballgame. 


IF YOU COULD CHANGE ANYTHING THIS PAST 
SEASON, WHAT WOULD IT HAVE BEEN? 
Leisure: Well, People think about changes and they 
think about personnel and I was very pleased with the way 
our personnel reacted. One thing I would change would be 
the injuries that we had. Doug Hamm got hurt early in the 
year and was never really up to full power until the last 
two ballgames. I think it was unfortunate for Doug and 
unfortunate for the team because he did a good job for us 
when he was playing. Uh, you know Jeff Koors getting 
hurt, Greg Maple getting hurt, Mike Moore getting hurt, I 
think those things hurt us a great deal. Jon Bowling 
becoming ineligible because of grades, those things I 
would definitely like to change. But as far as the other 
things. I’m not really sure that there was anything that we 
could have changed that would have made our season any 


better. There were times that I was making calls in the 
ballgame and I would like to have a particular call back 
from time to time. I can think of one particular play at 
Martinsville, I can think of several in our Seymour 
ballgame I’d like to have back, but I think that overall, 
there aren’t too many things that I would have changed. 
Anything that I had control over anyway. 


WHAT DO YOU FEEL WAS THE HIGHLIGHT OF 
THE SEASON? 
Leisure: Well, I think that we had a lot of them. The 
jamboree, I’ll tell you what, we had a great feeling after 
that jamboree that ‘Hey, maybe we are a pretty decent 
ballclub, and it was a great feeling for the coaching staff 
and I think a great feeling for the football team that, ‘hey, 
we played well, even tough this doesn’t mean anything, 
we really played well.’ And then I think probably a 
highlight would have to be the game up at Lafayette 
Harrison in a tough ballgame. We left here and had a 
great day. We ate in the Purdue student union and went 
over to the fieldhouse and was shown around the 
fieldhouse there, and it was just a great day from the 
standpoint that we traveled well. Things fell into place, 
and we got into the ballgame and made a few mistakes, I 
think, as far as penalties go, and one thing or another. But 
winning the ballgame in an overtime had to be a super 
feeling for the football team and myself. And Con­ 
nersville, of course, it’s always a great thrill to beat 
Connersville. They were down some this season, but the 
way that we played just dominated the ballgame. That 
was a real highlight of the season. Then we go down to 
Greensburg, and that had to be the most fun ballgame 
that we played, since I’ve been head coach. It was the 
week that we had about five starters lost because of either 
injuries or because of ineligibility because of grades. It 
was also the week that I found out that my wife was going 
to have a baby, which wasn’t a real highlight.
